Emily Saunders of Bethel be- 
came the Representative-elect to 
the House of Representatives from 
District 63, on Friday, Nov, 22, at 
the conclusion of a recount of 
votes cast in the Nov. 5 election, 
The recount process provides a 
check on the accuracy of local 
ballot clerks and town officials in 
the case of a very close or disput- 
ed election. The recount is re- 
quested by one of the candidates, 
in this case J. Jay Willard, who 
pays a fee based on the: number 
of votes cast, In the case of the 
legislative race in District 63, out 
of almost 2500 votes involved, Mrs, 
Emily Saunders led by a slim 43 
vote margin. 

Recounts dake place in the State 
Office Building in Augusta. Ballots 
from. each town, packed in special 
cartons by local officials, are col- 
lected by State Troopers and driy- 
en to Augusta where they are sub- 
ject to strict security, Reom 105, 
where the District 63 recount took 
place, was under particularly hea- 
vy guard as it contained ballots for 
the Kyros-Emery recount in the 
First. Congressional District. 

Within the chamber, the can- 
didates and their recount teams 
were identified. by badges and scru- 
tinized by State Police, Closed cir 
cuit television monitored activities 
in. the room and Election Division 
Chief Peter Damborg and a staff 
of six workers supervised the pro- 
cedure. As each carton of ballots 
Was opened, cotinsel for Mr. Wil- 
lard, Michael Barr, and counsel 
for Mrs, Saunders, Michael O'Don- 
nell, inspected the contents, and 
once satisfied that there were no 
irregularities, handed cach pack- 
et to a table where it was opened, 
sorted, counted and crass-counted 
by a team composed of a Repub- 
lican, a Democrat, and a staff 
worker, Acting as counters for 
Mrs, Saunders were Cathy Newell, 
Paul McGuire, Olive Moore, and 
for Mr, Willard, Stanley Howe, 
Linda Sharp, and George Chase. 

Any ballots open to challenge for 
distinguishing marks,  illegibili- 
ty, or other reasons were set asidé 
to await the decision of altorneys 
Barr and Q'Dornell, and in case 
of disagreement, the final ward. of 
Mr. Damborg. There were rela- 
lively few ballots set aside fer in 
Spection and in almost all cases, 
the ballots ended up being inchuet- 
ed in the count. ‘Tallies were made 
for each packet and the final to- 
tals were arrived at by a clerk and 
an adding machine, 

After two and a half hours, the 
official results emerged, with Mrs. 
Saunders the winner by 44 votes, 
Totals for each candidate were: 
Mrs, Saunders, 1,270; Mr. Willard, 
1,226. As this differs by a single 
vote from the original totals arny- 
ed at by individual towns, it would 
seem that poll warkers in Distriet 
63 were competent in discharging 
their duties,

A. generation ago the Western 
world faced an historic crisis—the 


breakdown of international order 


in the wake of world war. Threat- 
ened by economle chaos and pollti- 
eal upheaval, the nations of the 


en West bullt a system of security re- 


lations and. cooperative institutions 
that have nourished our safely, our 


prosperity, and. our freedom ever. 


since, A moment of grave crisis 
was transformed into an act of 
lasting creativity. 

“We face another such moment 
today, ‘The stakes are as high as 
they were 25 years ago,” 

‘The words are those of Secretary 
of State Henry Kissinger, They re- 
fer to the international. energy 
crisis, which is continually com: 
plicated by the artificially high oil 
price structure imposed hy the 
Arab: nations. 

Like other thoughtful leaders of 
the international community, Dr. 
Kissinger believes that the cur- 
rent oll price structure poses a 
threat fo the peace and prosperity 
of the entire world, 

Due to increases in the cost of 
oil, the industrial nations now face 
a collective balance of payments 
deficit of more than $40 billion for 
the current year. Largely as a re- 
sult countries, including the United 
States, are. suffering dangerous 
5S paedeaity a igs and or 
ployment and a ravaging speed-up 
in the rate of inflation. 

The impoverished and develop- 
ing nations also feel the sting of 
high oil prices, Their heightened 
petroleum costs reduce their ab- 
ility to produce the food and. in- 
dustrial development upon which 
thelr survival depends. 

For more than a year now, the 
United States has been. negotiating 
to secure a reduction in interna- 
tional petroleum prices. But one 
nation alone~no matter how great 
or powerful it may be~does not 
have the eesnomic leverage to 
force the producing naticns to low- 
er thelt prices. The major oil na- 
tions now enjoy a balance of trade 
surplus of roughly $60 billion—-far 
more money than they are able 
to utilize or Invest. 

Thus, even if the Uniled States 
were to refuse to impsrt any oi! 
at all, the oll cartel would. still 
possess surplus revenues, 

Since the oil-exporting nations 
operate as a bloc, Dr, Kissinger 
argues, the countries that rely on 
imports must also Join together if 
they are to succeed in negotiating 
a fair priee. Only through solidar- 
ity, he Baye, can the Importing na- 
tions achieve the combed exo- 
nomle muscle to receive fair hear- 
Ing at the bargaining table. 

Dr. Kissinger also’ asserts thal 
the importing nations must enter 
cooperalive efforts to develcp new 
and alternalive energy sources.

Some time ago 1 was asked to 
ee-sponsor a bill which would cre- 
ate a Federal Domestic Develip- 
ment Bank. The function of this 
bank would be to provide loans, 
loan guarantees, and technical as- 
sistance for the support and ex- 
pansion of public facilities and pri- 
-vate businesses in economically 
depressed and urban areas, 

Given the state of our economy, 
and the conservative posture of our 
traditional sources of capital, I felt 
such an.-institution would prove 
invaluable in putting some risk 
eapital on the line for use in our 
depressed areas. ae 

This week I agreed to co-sponsor 
the bill, reserving for myself the 
right to amend the: bill when it 
comes to the floor for action, Those 
amendments will be designed to 
accomplish three major goals: 

1—to narrow the focus of the 
Bank's activities to those projects 
most likely to expand employment 
opportunities in depressed rural or 
urban areas. ; 

2—to increase the levels of fund- 
ing available to the bank, 

3—to assure that the bank will 
operate in close proximity with 
those it is intended to serve and 
will maintain. a risk-loving posture 
as benefits.an. entity intended to 
be a source of venture capital. 

The latter amendment is crucial 
to the success of this bank. Far 
too often programs are designed 
with worthy goals, and those who 
administer those programs. sit in 
offices Iccated in urban centers 
and never have physical contact 
with {hose they serve, If this bank 
is to serve depressed rural and 
urban centers, then its’ offices 
and decision makers must be in a 
ition to see, touch, and feel 
the problems with which they must 
deal, 

And the need for this entity is 
obvious. The cost of capital, 
even for highly sought blue chip 
investments, is at an all time 
high and in many cases is simply 
unayailable at any price. Venture 
capital is almost. non-existent, par- 
ticularly in those areas where the 
economy is not healthy—depress- 
ed rural and urban: areas. 

The results of this is that capit- 
al starved areas are trapped in 
a situation over which they have 
no practical control. An adequate- 
ly funded bank, located jn and di-! 
rected toward those areas in the! 
most trouble, could not only in-i 
crease employment and producti-: 
vity of the depressed area, but 
benefit our economy as a whole, 

Economic development is not the 
sole property of a highly industri- 
alized, urban community, It is 
farms and dalries, small busines: 
ses and light industry. ‘The key 
to unlocking this economic poten- 
dial is venture or risk capital, and 
the legislation will respond to this 
glaring need.
